C. SULLIVAN had caused all the wiretap logs and related records 
to be removed from FBIHQ. SA HAYNES was asked whether anyone 
had contacted him in the same general time frame or if he was 
aware of any discussions wherein an attempt was made to re- 
construct the wiretap records. He replied in the negative. 


In response to other specific questioris, SA HAYNES 
provided the following additional information:
